S u rp lu s Revenue.— T h e officiai report of the Sec­ 
retary o f the Treasury, made under th» raeolnlion of 
the San ati, is now before tho public, showing the /ia - 
b Hi ties o f the year 1836, and the rneuns o f the year ; 
and tho reflections suggested to the tiiind by it* perusal 
are such as ought to be carefully considered by every 
citizen. 
It appear* from this report that the actual sur­ 
plus will, on the let o f January next, be about S U ,* 
43 7,678 ; which is lese than has frmpiently been in tho 
Hank of the United States, and not n word stud about 
it by those furious patriots who now make war upon a 
smaller amount in the three dozen deposito banks. 
Less than fifteen million* o f surplus is now ascertained, 
instead o f fifty arid sixty million« winch thu surplus 
orators have been bolding up for six month* to tho peo­ 
ple ; and if the hill to purchase the four millions o f 
French and Neapolitan gold had passed, with the lull 
to make free the Louisville canal, to build the N ew 
Orleans custom shouse, to erect the western armory » 
nod to extend the ( ’u'i>berlnnd road from the M i-sh- 
sippi to the we stern hue of Missouri, to fill the rank* < f 
the urmy, to erect the new fortifications, and to htild 
armories in the States which have nono, the sur} In* 
would in reality have been about one half or one ti urti 
of what it usually was in the Hank o f the United Stute*, 
and about which the surplus orators never spoke a 
word, 
A» it is, thu retd surplus is less than it ha* 
often been in that bank, and about which W ebster, 
C lay, Calhoun, and the other bank advocates never 
spoke a word. 
T he surplus, then, is It*** ihan fifteen 
million» ; and to get something to divide, the a p h h o - 
FniA TBD m o n i.y » (leaving only five millions) aro io 
be seized on the 1st o f January. 
Let the people look 
to the fact that the appropriated moneys are to he 
seized and distributed, and that because the surplus 
party knew that they had deceived the people, and that 
in reality there was no inorò surplus than often hereto­ 
fore. 
T o make the*o unexpended appropriations a« 
large ns possible, not only every bill win defeated that 
could he, hut all were kept off till the last minute to 
prevent them from being expended for want o f time. 
T his was the case even with the fortifications, for 
wliicli no appropriations were made last year. 
Also 
u new provision was made to stop money in the Treas­ 
ury, and pr*:vent its being paid out. 
T his was in a 
proviso to ona of the last appropriation hills, and shows 
how determined the surplus party are to prevent dis­ 
bursements even nfter delaying and cutting down ap­ 
propriations. 
T h e surplus party are raising a hoe and cry about 
the enormity of the appropriations this year, hut the 
Secretary’* report expunges their hypocritical lamen­ 
tations. 
It shows, 1st, that of the $ 47,437,678 nom i­ 
n ally appropriated for the year 1836, th» surn of $ 8 ,- 
726,990 are outstanding appropriations o f former years, 
to he paid in 1836. 
2d. it show s that $3,913,670 
more are perm anent appropriations, not at all origi­ 
nating with tins Congress ; this t ikes off «pwards of 
twelve and a half millions from the nom inal appropri­ 
ations 
T he actual eppropriation* are $ 3 4 ,5 5 7 ,0 0 0 
for public objects, and $ 2 2 0 ,0 0 0 for private relief. 
O f 
tiie public objects, Indi' n treaties and Indian wars and 
removals o f Indians alone, lake about fourteen m il­ 
lion* ; other extraordinary appropriatmns, having noth 
ing to do with the expenses o f the Government, take 
several million* more ; so that the expenses of the 
Government are nothing more above the usual amount 
than what the growth and increase o f thu country re­ 
quired. 
All this will be manifest hy looking to Mr. 
W oodhuiy’s report, and seeing the expenditures item 
hy item. 
Also Mr. Eowrie’s report, 'bowing the in­ 
crease o f officers, which cotDHt principally ot the n*-w 
dragoon corps, anti for land oil)■-:es and clerk* in the 
Land Office ; the new office* being all for Bervi» «« 
growing rn 
o f tho growth of the country, aud the 
whole o f them being lor laborious and not for osten* 
sib le. duties.
